‘to seduce her whereby she became 
pregnant, : 

“In February, 1941, the statement 
continued, Defendant, by Jeter from 
his solicitor, repudiated and deter- 
mined the said agreement on his 
part and absolutely refused. to be 
any longer bound thereby. Plaintiff 
therefore claimed damages of $1,000 
and costs. : : 

Before the case opened, Mr_M. A. 
dia Silva, solicitor for Plalntiff, usk- 
ed Ienve to amend the writ by sub- 
stituting July: for August in the 
verbal agreement, and August for 
September in the’ seduction. Mr C, 
A. Sutherton Russ, for Defendant, 
offered no objection. 

Mr Silva sald that the issue was 
a simple one of fact. Mr Russ, he 
said, on behalf of Defendant, had 
pleaded to the effect that the rela- 
tionship existing between his client 
and Plalntif was nothing more than 
that the girl, to put it with brutal 
frankness, was un “amateur pros- 
titute." Defendant further « denied 
that there was any promise of mar- 


ringe. 
; Plalntif’s Story 

Plaintiff stated -in evidence 
she became a dance-hostess 
Shanghal at the age of 16, and 
worked as such -for a year, She 
left her. job (after that when she 
was married, After three years of 
married Hfe, her husband died, 
leaving her with a child, In| 1939.

THE lesson that determined 
and sincere effort, backed by 
honest motives can always, in 
the long run, overcome un- 
scrupulous dealings has again 
been taught by the immediate 
results of the establishment in 
Hongkong of ‘“fair-price” rice 
shops, which, within 48 hours 
smashed the Colony’s rice pro- 
fiteering market. The. foresight 
and courage of a .number of 


~public-minded—people—brought-|- 


this about. Before. the in- 


auguration of the “fair price” 
selling centres, many of the rice 
dealers openly snapped their 
fingers at Government legisla 
tion which endeavoured to con- 
trol prices; and as if the flaunt- 
ing of the law were not 
sufficient, numbers of dealers 
resorted to nefarious tricks in 
order to grasp that little extra 
profit at the expense of the pur- 
chasers, such as watering the 
‘rice to make it heavy, or adul- 
terating it by mixing the 
grades, then charging Grade A 
prices. 

This sort of sharp practice 
was outright’ dishonesty and 
fraud which could only be suc- 
cessfully countered. and ren- 
dered unprofitable by the ap- 
pearance of competitors willing 
to sell pure, fair weight rice at 
the legal prices. Happily such

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people were to be found in the 
Socint Work Committee which 
formed itself for this express 
tusk.

hours was recorded.
